“COMES HOME.” 
Warship Brings Body of Nave 
gator, Victim of Huns. — 


National Memorial Services to 
be Held in London. 


Execution Denounced by Brit- 
ish as Only Murder.

SIMILAR TO EDITH CAVELL. 

The case of Capt. Charies Fryatt 
has been classed with that of Edith 
Cavell, the British nurse who was 
executed by the Gormans. Capt. 
Fryatt was commander of the Brit- 
ish steamer Wrexham on March 28, 
1916, when the German submarine 
U-88 ordered the Wrexham to stop 
near the Maas lightship. Capt. 
Fryatt, acting as he afterward said, 
under orders of the British Admir- 
alty, attempted to ram the subma- 
rine. The German U-boat narrowly 
escaped by diving. His exploit was 


and no attempt was made to keep 
his identity a secret. Instead, the 
British Admiralty gave him a gold 
watch for his “brave conduct” and 
he was mentioned in the House of 
Commons. Thus the Germans 
learned the identity of the mariner 
who had attempted to sink their 
submarine. 

More than à year afterward, on 
June 24, 1916, Capt. Fryatt was 
captured by the Germans, together 
wtih the steamer Brussels which he 
was pilot from Rotterdam to 
Tilbury—German warships took the 
Brussels into Zeebrugge. About a 
month later, July 28, the announce- 
ment came from Berlin that Capt. 
Fryatt had been executed by shoot- 
ing after a trial before a German 
court-martial. The German official 
statement declared that the captain 
was executed for a “franc-tireur 
crime” against armed German sea 
forces. The trial was held at 
Bruges on July 27. The Britiah For- 
eign Office had learned about ten 
Gays previously that Capt, Fryatt 
Was to be tried and through the 
American Ambassador in Berlin, 
James W. Gerard, had endeavored 
to provide for his defense before the 
German court.. The British govern- 
ment asserted that Capt. Fryatt's ac- 
tion in steering his vessel toward the 
submarine was essentially defensive 
and that he had an undoubted right 
to do it. It was pointed out that the 
German prize regulation provided 
that in case a merchant vessel of- 
tered armed resistance the members 
of her crew, when captured, should 
be treated as prisoners of war. 
INDIGNATION AROUSED. 


The killing of Capt. Fryatt 
aroused intense indignation througb- 
out England and the sympathy of 
all Allied governments and people. 
British naval officers declared there 
was no such thing as a “franc- 
tireur’’ at sea and pointed out that 
where British captains resisted cap- 
ture by use of guns mounted on 
merchant ships, Germany had not 
executed them. 
British newspapers denounced the 
execution as “foul and abominable 
murder.” Premier Asquith declared 
in the House of Commons that Eng- 
land would not tolerate a resump- 
tion of diplomatic relations with 
Germany after the war until repara- 
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tion had been made for the “mur- 
der of Capt. Fryatt.” He said that 
the Allies were considering what 
reparation for it should be de- 


the armistice and the overthrow of 
the German Emperor and his gov- 
ernment, the new government in 
Germany undertook an investigation 
of the trial and a German commis- 
sion decided that the shooting of 
the British captain did not violate 
international It expressed 
regret at the rapidity with which 
the sentence was executed.

Capt. Fryatt's home was in Har- 
wich, where he was known as the 
“pirate dodger” because of his suc- 
eess in evading German submarines.

DENSMORE DENIES HE 
MADE INVESTIGATION. 


TELLS OF REPORT OF AGENTS 


ON FICKERT’S PROSECU- 
TION OF MOONEY.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 7.—The 
San Francisco Bulletin prints today 
a Washington dispatch quoting J. B. 
Densmore, director-general of the 
Federal employment service, as 
denying responsibility of the em- 
ployment service or of himself for 
an investigation made in San Fran- 
cisco of the conduct of Charles M. 
Fickert, District Attorney, and 
others connected with the prosecu- 
tien of Thomas J. Mooney. 

The dispatch quoted a letter from 
Densmore to Congreasinan Bank- 
head, read by Bankhead into the 
Congressional Record, 

Densmore said the investigation 
was made by agents of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, who had worked 
with him in collecting evidence in 
cases involving Chinese immigration 
frauds. These inspectors, he said, 
“discovered an opportunity to pre- 
sont further evidence to the Secre- 
tary of Labor on the subject of the 
fairness of the trial of omas J. 
Mooney by the State’s Attorney for 
San Francisco, which subject had 
been gone into by the commission 
appointed by § the vig ot 
which the Secretary, of Labor was 


chairman.” 

In his absence, Denamove 
the inspectors were authorized to 
continue the Fickert investigation in 
connection with their other work.

REPUBLICANS HALT

OBJECT TO ALIENS’ DESIRABIL- 
ITY BEING UP TO SECRE- 
TARY OF LABOR, |

WASHINGTON, July 7.—<Action 


on the deportation bill, reported 
trom the House Committee on Im- 
migration has been held up as a re- 
sult of objections raised by the Re- 
publican Steering Committee.

ing the Secretary of to * 
cide whether alierig are undesirable 
citizens or not. They believed this 
authority shwuld be transferred to 
the Department of Justice. While 
the Department of Justice is not 
seeking this additional responsibil- 
ity, the Republican leaders are in- 
sistent that its — — and not 
that of the Secretary of Labor should 
govern. 

The Immigration Committee will 
give further consideration to the bill 
as a regult of this conflict of opin- 
ion, although the measure was dis- 
posed of and sent to the House two 
weeks ago. 

The bill provides for the deporta- 
tion of aliene who were interned 
or may be in the future, and aliens 
who have been convicted of offenes 
against various war-time laws and 
other acts. 

Provision for the deportation of 
aliens who withdrew their declara- 
tion of intention to become ctizens 
in order to evade the draft is con- 
tained in the bill restricting immi- 
gration which has not yet been acted 
on by the House committee. 

The section in this bill relating to 
draft evacers is as follows: 

“That any alien, who, in pursu- 
aneoe of the fourth section of Chap- 
ter 12 of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved July 9. 1918, entit ‘An act 
making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1919," hag with- 
drawn his declaration of intention to 
become a citizen of the United 
States with the object of escaping 
military service shall on the war- 
rant of the Secretary of Labor, be 
taken into custody and deported in 
the manner provided in Sections 19 
and 20 of the Immigration Act: and 
any such allen who shall have left 
or who shall hereafter leave the 
United States, or Who shall have 
been deported under any provision 
hereof, Shall be excluded from the 
United States.” 

This bill, as introduced by Rep- 
resentative Johnson of Washington, 
chairman of the Immigration Com- 
mittee, prohibits immigration for a 
period of two years.

Don Francisco Tudela y Varela, tae 
Peruvian Ambassador, visited the 
State Department today and con- 
ferred with Acting Secretary of State 
Vaillips on the assumption of power 
in Peru of President-elect Leguia 
and the arbitrarv deposition of Presi- 
Gent Pardo. who was confined in 
the penitentiary at Lima. it is un- 
derstood on reliable authority that 
the Minisier condemned the action 
of the President-elect and advocated 
strongly the interests of President 
Pardo. 

Ambassidor Tudela was sent to 
Washington by the overthrown gov- 
ernment, and it Is assumed that he 
wil be recalled by President-elect 
Lecuia, Former Minister Pezot being 
Spoken of as his most probable suc- 
cessor here. Senor is now in 
the United States.

Navy departments. 

Stations will be established at 
Bellefonte, Pa., and Cleveland, with 
a third at some point on Long 1 
land or Newark, N. J. Appropria- 


tions for them already are available. 


ers win be erected at Washing 
ton and Chicago as soon as Congress 
provides funds. 

Bach station will be equipped with 
steel towers 200 feet high and 200 
feet apart and will have a range oi 
approximately 400 miles to mall air- 
Planes and approximately 760 miles 
between stations, the difference in 
range being due to the lesser send- 
ing ability of the airplanes’ wireless 
equipment. 

The station at Bellefonte wil) be 
completed about the middie of Oc- 
tober, while the other two definitely 
decided upon are expected to be 
ready early in December. 

Establishment of the radio sta- 
tions will enable the Postoffice De- 
partment to establish communication 
between cities having aerial mai! 
service delivery independent of tele- 
graph and telephone services in the 
event of a disruption of service by 
storms or other causes.

DENVER TRAMWAY CUTS 
WAGES; STRIKE FEARED. 


ACTION OF CORPORATION FOL- 
LOWS COURT DECISION RE- 
DUCING UTILITIES RATES.

DENVER, July 7. — Denver 
faces an immediate street car 
strike. F. W. Hild, general manager 
of the Denver Tramway Company, 
late today announced sweéping re- 
auctions in wages id employees 
of the company. e union men 
will meet at midnight to consider 
what action they will take. 

Wage reductions are effective at 
5 o'clock tomorrow morning. Farlier 
in the day union officials announced 
a strike would immediately follow 
any wage cut. 

On Saturday a 6-cent fare be- 
came effective in Denver under an 
ordinance passed by the City Coun- 
cil. The company did not announce 
its wage cut pending decision of the 
Supreme Court today covering the 
genera! ouestion 
municipaLties to regulate rates. 

The reduction in wages followed 
a decision by the Colorado Supreme 
Court here today in which home 
rule cities in Colorado were held 
to have full power to regulate rates 
of utilities companies. Telephone, 
gas, electric light and street car 
rates in Denver and other large 
cities are automatically reduced un- 


der the decision. 


The decision was in the case of 
the city of Denver against the 
Mountain States Telephone and Tel- 


exzraph Company and the Colorado 
Utilities Corffmiesion. 


Under it the 
Utilities Commission is practically 


shorn of its power, as most of the 


larger utilities of the State are 


within the jurisdiction of cities op- 
erating under home rule. 


Following announcement of the 


decision, the directors of the Den- 
ver Tramway Company went into 


conference with F. W. Hild, general 
manager of the compary. In addi- 
tion to the wage cut decided upon, 
reduction of service on every line 
in the city was announced by Mr. 
Hiid. This will throw about 275 


employees of the company out of 


work.

„ON MOLTKE SOUGH1 
TO AVOID GREAT WAR. 


OFFICIAL PAPERS SHOW THAT 
HE SAW LITTLE CHANCE 
FOR GERMANY TO MIN. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 
[BY CaABLE—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH. } 

BERLIN, July 6 (via Copenhagen, 
July 7.)—If extracts are correct 
from official papers to which access 
was permitted today by the Ger- 
mans, Gen. Von Moltke, Chief of 
Staff in .1914, not only wanted to 
avoid war, but even foresaw there 
„was little chance of the Germans 
winning in event war came. 

The papers in question probably | 
are those which have been men- 
tioned as Von Moltke memoirs in 
the press of Europe and America 
recently. They do not answer that 
description, but only include the 
General Staff reports upon changing 
situations prior to the opening of 
the war. They undoubtedly are of 
greater importance than any 
memoirs he could have written be- 
tween the outbreak of the war and 
his death. 

The whole tendency of these 
documents is to prove Germany did 
not begin war with the purpose of 
obtaining world supremacy, but was 
outmaneuvered by ite enemies and 
forced into a pdsition which com- 
pelled it to become the attacking 
rather than the defending power. 
And this the General Staff would 
have the world believe, is the fact 
that V Moltke predicted Germany 
and Aystria probably would have to 
face not only France and -Russia, 
but England as well, the moment 
hostilities began. 

PICTURES SITUATION. 


One of the Von Mokke papers, 
written in November, 1911, gives 
aoe picture of the general situa- 

“The present political groupins, 
so far as can be seqn, will prevent 
war between Germany and France 
alone. Eliminating Turkey as not 
participating and Italy as doubtful, 
because of military and political 
considerations, the only sure factors 
upon which we can count are the 
united forces of Germany and Aus- 
tria which might be opposed by a 
coalition of France. England and 
Russia and this coalition without 
further complications would throw 
their united forces against the allied 
monarchies. 

“Certainly the war will not be 
won by numerical strength alone, 
but one would consider both sides 
of outlook for the impending 
campaign, actual forces provide the 
only basis for comparison. For a 
number of years conditions on this 
score have shifted muterially to 
the disadvantage of the allied mon- 
archies.” 

In the summer of 1914 Gen. Von 
Moltke pleaded with the imperia! 
Chancellor for the immediate drin- 
ing of every man in Germany able 
Jo bear arms in order to avoid any 
future burning reproach that they 
had not done everything possible 
for the preservation of the German 
empire and or the German race. 

“That is a matter of war, for the 
life or death of the German people, 
there can be no longerany doubt.” 

And July 28, 1914, according to} 
the present General Staff repre- 
sentatives, Gen. Von Moltke was de- 
scribing Germany as being forced 
day by day by Russian military 
preparations and able politics by its 
enemies into the role of aggressor. 
This is said to be what he wrote on 
that date: 

“Things are bound to develop, un- 
less you might almost gay. a miracle 
intervenes to prevent war at the last 
hour, so that the culture of almost 
entire Europe will be destroyed for 
a term of vears. Germany will not 
bring on this war.” 

A more detailed examination of 
Gen. Von Moltke’s papers will be 
permitted tomorrow which is im- 
possible today because it is Funday.

The County Assessor, because of 
erg use of the church in the First 
Methodist Church of Glendale, 
placed the property on the tax roll. 
A. G. Lindley, a member of the 
official board, hurried to the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday and regis- 
tered an objection. He said the 


church received no money for the 
use of the building: further, that it 
was the only large auditorium in 
Glendale where the commencement 
exercises could have been held. 
Mr. Vallee stood by his legal 
guns. He pointed out Section 1% 
of the State Constitution, which 
provides that when a church build- 
ing is used solely and exclusively 
for religious worship, it shall be free 
of taxation.” 

He maintains the one infraction 
of this clause brings the church 
property under the tax law, and that 
to be assessed must be 
paid. 

Chafrman Dodge of the Board of 
Supervisors declared the Fifth Su-

Developing his soviet theory, Mr. Whito 
says: “The King is now playing with the 
Radicals and his associates now are people 
who could not possibly have been seen 
within the royal circle before the war.” He 
regards English politics as presenting “a 
situation just as though President Wilson 
had taken up Debs and his crowd.” 

To put a criticism mildly, Mr. White As 


looking upon the English political situation 


through defective glasses. In his trip 
through Burope he has confused masks 
with realities. He talks very much like 
Alice awakening from her dream and re- 
counting fragrant fancies of an excursion 
through Wonderland. Europe has passed 
through cataclysems during the last five 
years, and Mr. White seems to have noted 
the results, but missed the psychological 
causes and the trend of thought that 
brought them about. There is a curious 
mingling of true premise and faulty de- 
duction. 


It is true that certain radical groups have 
been assimilated by the British govern- 
ment since the beginning of the war and 
that they are brought into an association 
with royalty that would not have been pos- 
sible five years ago. But it is not “as 
though President Wilson had taken up with 
Debs and his crowd,” as Mr. White infers: 


it is as though Debs dnd his crowd had 


rallied to the support of the government 
when American institutions were threat- 
ened by German despotigm. While Debs 
and his followers were sowing sedition in 
this country the English radicals, to whom 
Mr. White refers; were making their way 
to the British recruiting offices. Their pa- 
triotism was tried in the trenches and in 
the war industries and was not found want- 
ing; and as the country returns to peace 
they are receiving their reward. Debs has 


gone into a Federal prison; they have gone 


into the government. 

It isn't a royal soviet towards which Eng- 
land is tending, but a constitutional mon- 
archy, wherein democratic institutions will 
be permitted to function without royal re- 
straint. The former radicals, who are now 
high in the counsels of the British govern- 
ment, represent the highest development 
the trade-union movement has attained in 
any country. They have not permitted 


trade-unionism to blind them to the higher 
unten of the British Empire. They have 
Sought to separate the trade-union move- 


meat from disloyalty; they insist that the 
aims of the unions must not conflict with 
national waity. and that labor must seek 
to accomplish those aims only through law- 
ful means. 

Bolshevism has no friends among the 
trade uniénists now associated with the 
British government.

Scientists liken 
them to the successive volcanic eruptions 
which occurred during the process of hard- 
ening of the earth's surface. A century 


of peace lies before us during which to 


discharge our war indebtedness. 
It is with the fact more than the theory 


‘that the present generation is concerned. 


It has secured to posterity a heritage of 
Nberty which wil] free it from the gyves 
that once enshackled the wrists of so many 
peoples. Is it not fair and equitable that 
some of the burden of debt which the war 
has entailed should be borne by those who 
are to reap its major benefits’ Is it meet 
that those who have escaped the fire and 
sword should be crushed by an attempt to 
repay immediately all the money borro 


for the conduct of the war? — 


Congress is now deliberating over a fis- 
cal policy. While industry is still ‘gasping 
for breath the theorists are clamoring that 
an income tax shall be imposed heavy 
enough to discharge the entire war debt 
within the next twenty years. They say 
that we must turn the country over to the 
next generation free of all financial in- 
cumbrances. All that is cherminely altru- 
istic. But it reealls too vividly the father 
who slaves and stints himself in order that 
hie children may enjoy the life of leisure 
of which he has so often dreamed. He is 
not aware that the fortune he amasses is

more often a curse than a biessing. 4 
youth without responsibilities is a youth 
without a future; and this is equally true 
of a people. 

There is a menace in the burden of war 
taxation. The troops are rapidly demobil- 
izing, but industry is still in the trenches. 
The weight of devastation and debt, if per- 
mitted to fall in a lump, might crush our 
civilization. If the ox once drops in the 
furrow repudiation will follow and our 
American institutions will be swallowed up 


in a maelstrom of Bolshevism. 


America's credit has been enhanced by 
the part we have played in the world strug- 


gle. There will be no creditors pressing 


for their money. Our securities are so good 
an investment that they will be surrendered 
with reluctance. Why should we not make 
use of that credit to extend the payments 
of the war debt over a period of eighty 
years? If this should be objectionable to 
the next generation, which will certainly 
be in a better position to discharge the in- 
debtedness than our own, it will have the 
privilege of redeeming the securities as rap- 
idly as it desires. 

Surely, the experience of Russia has been 
sufficient to prove that whatever hits in- 
dustry hits labor. All the factories and 
shops of Bolshevist Russia are in the hands 
of the government, but they are idle. Gov- 
ernment is not a producer of wealth: it is 


‘little more than a royal mendicant. The 


only source of income of the government 
is taxation; and the people must earn the 
taxes before they can pay them. 

In the reconstruction era taxes must be 


80 adjusted that they will be a stimulus 


to industry. If they could be dispensed 
with for the next ten years—which is im- 
possible—the prosperity of the country 
would be greatly enhanced. e lighter 
the burden can be made the it will 
be to get industry out of the treaches. 
We must mot keep our eyes turned so per- 
sistently heavenward, seeking for the mil- 
lennium among the stars, that we are un- 


War taxes in time of peace are no more

J APAN AND CONSTITUTIONALISM.

r. K. 
K. Kawakami, in his most recent book, has 
a pregnant sentence. “Throughout all its 
apparent flippancy,” he remarks in the 
chapter on “Democracy in Japan,” “the 
outstanding quality of the Japanese reveals 
itself, and that is their extreme sensitive- 
ness to external forces and their ability to 
adjust themselves to new conditions of life 
which they deem beneficial or inevitable.” 
They are essentially a pragmatic people, 
anxious to be always “in the swim.” 
During the quarter of a century preceding 
the great war German officialdom and em- 


ciency were in the lead internationally and 


got far more than theif credit. The dan- 


gers to Anglo-Saxon civilization, on the oth- 


er hand, came from a conscienceless plu- 
tocracy. With her two successful wars 
against two empires. now no more, the 
Chinese and the Russian, when she was 


advised by German military and civil of- 


ficials, Japan won. During the past five 
years she meets with a danger of a new 
kind, for her industrial and commercial 
leaders have become money kings; and to- 
day the upper middle classes of the coun- 
try are inflated with prosperity. Her suc- 
cessful wars made Japan believe in mill 
tarism, and now she faces the perils of 
plutocracy. 
—— — 
Entering the war as the ally of Great 
Britain, Japan has seen German autocracy 
overthrown and become contemptib’: Em- 


perors everywhere are in the dust and to- 


day the three great empires of Middle and 
Eastern Europe are mere geographical ex- 


. pressions, with little shape or form. They 


are not in the field of alliances or diplo- 
macy; with whom should the Mikado’s for- 
mer ministers treat if they contemplated 
an anti-Entente alliance? The mere men- 
tion of the problem does away with the 


supposed peril. For the first time in his 


books on the Japan-American situation Mr. 
Kawakami recognizes that his native land 
must become a constitutional monarchy 
after the type of Great Britain or Belgium. 
Hitherto because of the Marxian socialism 
in which he was indoctrinated he had little 
love for Great Britain. But he now sees 
that Great Britain, the ally of Japan, must 
be the model which Tokio will copy. Like 
so many unacquainted with the real situa- 
tion in the Far East, he failed to under- 
stand that the “weary Titan,” the British 
Empire, had begun to slacken in her Far 
Eastern policy: was too little assertive in 
regard to the “open door” and other ques- 
tions; and where our republic failed to sup- 
port her let her oriental ally have things 
very much her own way. Japan has taken 
full advantage of the opportunity. This is 


the situation today: Japan is a spoiled child 


diplomatically, if not socially. 

But with Berlin and all her ways discred- 
ited—so emphatically trusted in by Japa- 
nese statesmen of the Katsura type—and 
with a cheap plutocracy which is rapidly 
gaining the contempt of the people, the Mi- 
kado’s advisers face a new situation. They 
must become democratic at their peril. 

ey must align their policy and ways to 

of Washington, London and Paris and 
deal fairly with an educated electorate. 
The Japanese riots of last summer were 
significant; they were a protest against an 
outworn policy. The parliamentary sys- 
tem, adopted under the advice of that sa- 
gacious statesman, Prince Ito, was far too 
closely modelled on the Reichstag; it must 
be modified so as to become central and 
not auxiliary. 
Japan has only one policy for her future, 


if she will avoid the perfls of anarchy—the 


natural reaction against soulless militarism 
and imperialism—namely, to get into real 
and close political sympathy with her three 
great allies. The process, while needing 
time to develop, will be steady and sure if 
we can trust to the lessons of her past. 


The Russian soviet government has been 
warned hy the Washington administration 
that reprisals against American citizens 
would arouse sentiment in the United 
States against the soviet heads. That sort 
of talk is harmless enough. We have had

The capitalist is the laborer in the 
orange districts; the laborer is the 
capitalist. 

This is not just a catch inversion 
to attract attention. Neither is it a 
perversion of the truth. The man 
who is a successful grower of or- 
anges in the East San Gabrie: Val- 
ley, seven times out of ten, has 
earned his own land and planted his 
own trees. He has cultivated, irri- 
gated und exaggerated in the good 
old California style. But his eas 
geration was only an expression of 
his onotimism—a refusal to recognize 
the hole in his doughnut. His sons 
have picked the oranges, made the 
boxes % ship them, worked in the 
packing-house and are now driving 
the tractor to harrow the soil to an 
amazing degree of cultivation be 
tween the bosky rows where each 
individual tree is a pride and delight 
to ite owner. | 

Thus father and son have become 
specialists. The newcomer may be 
caught by the idea of having as great 
a variety of trees on his place as the 
acreage will accommodate, with an 
apple tree hobnobbing with a pome- 
lo, @ guava bush with a currant, a 
banana plant with a quince. In ad- 
dition the newcomer often dreams of 
fencing in the whole to let turkeys. 
chickens, geese run together in the 
orchard untrammeled with tractor, 
the ducks breaking down the irrigat- 
ing ditches, with pigeons circling 
over all to breed in prolific” haste 
riches for their owner in the shape 
of fat, juicy squabs. It sounds idy!- 
lic enough in a farm journal or a 
real estate pamphiet; but’ the old- 
timer has learned that the squabs 
never fatten, the coyotes get the 
young turkeys in spite of the fence, 
the ducks die and the trees develop 
a fungus where their trunks meet 


the soil. 


So the older resident has narrowed 
to trees of two varieties only —Wash- 
ington navels and Valencias. The 
sunkist fruit, their yield, he makes 
known to all the land.

easily accruing to the grower. ‘The 
stories of fabulous returns only add 


to that impression. But it hasn't 
been so easy as it looks. No results 


have come by chance, no perfection 
of growth has come by inadvertence. 
Every golden laden bough is the 


effect. Labor, thought, contrivance, . 


struggle and economy have been the 
cause. There HAVE BEEN HOLES 
in the doughnuts. There have been 
freeze and flood and hail and drought 
and early drop to fight and overcome, 
There have been water to develop, 
by putting down costly pumps; scale 
to eradicate by expensive fumiga- 
tion: the red spider’s.damaging rav- 
age to be countered by spraying and 
the myriad bacteriological pests of 
fruit and tree to fight, as well as 
to remake the soll which requires 
expert chemical knowledge. 

But the last word is water. With- 
out water all is as nothing. And 
now comes this I. W. W. element who, 
though ignorant of all the lessons 
the orange grower has learned from 
that old, stern teacher experience, 
has grasped this one fact which he 
voices to himself, “If I can destroy 
this ‘greedy capitalist’s’ water sup- 
ply I strike his orange industry a 
body blow; if I can temporarily dis- 
able pumps I will at least an- 
noy.“ he tries it. Federal au- 
thorities have sent word to the con- 
stables of the orange-growing dis- 
trict to watch thelr wells. Within 
the last few days in the Covina dis- 
trict three wells have been tampered 
with: sand has been found in the 
off cups and belts have been cut. 
The rumor comes from Pomona that 
dynamite was discovered just in time 
to prevent damage of a well there, 
La Verne complains and the large 
pumping plant in Irwindale that sup- 
plies a thousand acres was for three 
days incapacitated. The zanjero ex- 
plains this as a natural accident, but 
the constable gives his warning and 
casually mentions that he has seen 
recently one of the Russian Bol- 
shevik leaders who tried to start a 
strike in the Charter Oak packing- 
house last winter. 

There is an aristocracy of labor 
in the orange district. With true 
Americanism work is as 
wise and the worker as worthy. But 
this aristocracy is not exclusive. 
Even the Bolshevists last winter 
would have been welcome had they 
meant to work. And wages are fair. 
When a man discs an orchard with 
a tractor he ts paid $2.50 per hour; 
$8 per day when he works with a 
team. The irrigator who must con- 
trol the water for twelve consecu- 
tive hours is paid 40 cents an hour, 
while the picker receives 6 cents a 
box with a possibility of picking 100 
boxes a day. Just now the orchards 
and packing-houses are filled with 
high schoolg boys and even college 
men with a goodly number of cor- 


porals, sergeants and a stray “shave

aristocracy of labor.
